Student government divided; 


backers withdraw support 
to keep Parliament together 


The fate of the controversial 
new constitution, which could a- 
bolish the present Parliamen- 
tary system of student govern- 
ment, is up to the student body 
today as they vote to accept 
it or not. 

Most members of Parliament 
have already decided they’re 
venomously against it. Even 
those students who originally 
planned and wrote the new cone 
stitution have rejected it, leav- 
ing it with little support from 
anybody. 

‘J am against the new consti- 
tution now because it will poe 
larize the Parliament even more 
than it already is,’’ said Par- 
liament member John Aquilera 
who spearheaded the proposed 


new constitution and system of 
student government and until 


a week ago was defending it. 
‘‘The whole thing as far as 
I’m concerned has been a waste 
of item. 
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I’m not here just 


to represent myself; if the ma- 
jority is against it, why should 
I be for it?’’ 

Fellow Parliament member, 
John Free who was also enthu- 
siastically supporting the new 
constitution a week ago, exX- 
pressed similiar feelings. 

“I’m withdrawing my support 
completely to keep Parliament 
together,’”? he said, ‘besides 
there are too many power trips 
happening in Parliament right 
now.”’ 

‘It has alienated a lot of peo- 
ple in Parliament,’’ stated Or- 
lando Bonner, a memberof Par- 
liament who opposed the new 
constitution from the beginning. 

‘‘The principle of the thing is 
just as important as the cone 
stitution itself,’’ Bonner re- 
marked and then claimed that 
‘the students don’t even know 
what the old _ constitution 
is about.’’

Project. Aquarius isanew com- 
munity-based counseling ser- 
vice directed primarily toward 
youth and their parents. It’s 
motto is, ‘‘a place to find some- 
one.”’ 

Aquarian House, the name of 
the actual service center, is 
located at 425 Jackson St., Mon- 
terey. It is an inviting two- 
story frame house which over- 
looks the entire Monterey Bay. 

There are two paid employees, 
Larry Burghardt, executive di- 
rector and Thomas Pelikan, a 
PhD, program director. Burg- 
hardt has worked several years 
with young people. His most 
recet experience was with the 
YMCA, Pelikan is a pharma- 
cologist and environmental 
scientist who also conducts a 
class called ‘‘Dope’’ for the 
University for Man. 

“This project is a result of 
a lot of hard work aimed to- 
ward meeting a community 
need,’ stated Burghardt. 

‘‘The objectives of the pro- 
gram can be met only with the 
full cooperation and involvement 
of the total community being 
served,’’ he continued. 

Project Aquarius deals with a 
broad range of human problems 
from the trivial to the tragic; 
drugs, pregnancy, suicide, per- 
sonal home or school problems, 
legal matters or run-aways. 
Loneliness and boredom are re- 
cognized as problems that can 
lead to delinquency. 

Some young people are “‘merely 
troubled” and sometimes refer- 
red to as the unspectacular 
‘‘loser’’ who never settles his 
adolescent problems and is 
therefore caught in a maze of 


many more before anyone pays 
any attention to him. Acquarian 
House will do all that is pos- 
sible to alleviate or prevent 
any of thse problems, Allcoun- 
seling is confidential. All in- 
formation, even the fact of con- 
tact, is held in confidence. 

‘We do not have any vest 
pocket shrinks,’’ stated Pelikan, 
‘‘but we do have qualified, pro- 
fessional help available at all 
times, from psychologists to 
lawyers to MD’s. 

‘‘We work on a system ap- 
proach; that is, we start with

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Southeast-Asia ‘Peace Treaty’ 


Resolution ‘railroaded’ through 
Parliament,charges Free 


Parliament tentatively passed 
a resolution at last Friday’s 
meeting which ratifies a joint 
‘treaty of peace’’ between the 
people of the United States and 
the people of North and South 
Viet Nam. 

The resolution and the ‘‘treaty”’ 
were presented to Parliament by 
several members from student 
government and by the Monterey 
Liberation Front. 

The resolution was rejected by 
Parliament when it was first 
brought up on the agenda but 
was apparantly passed later in 
fhe meeting whenafew members 
of Parliament, outraged by the 
initial rejection, requested that 
the issue be voted on again. 
However the decision may not 
be legally binding. There is 
a Parliamentary rule which al- 
lows a member to ask for a 
reconsideration at the next 
meeting. 

Parliament member, John Free 


feels that the resolution was 


‘‘railroaded’’ through Parlia- 
ment and has asked that Par- 
liament reconsider its accep- 
tance of the resolution this af- 
ternoon. 

The resolution said in part 
that ‘‘Parliament is concerned 
about the large numbers being 
killed in South East Asia, re- 
gardless of whether or not U.S. 
casualities are down’”’ 

The document also stated that

tions.’’ 

It ended by urging ‘‘that Pare 
liament ratifies the accompany- 
ing treaty and urges congress- 
ional representatives to initiate 
impeachment proceedings a- 
gainst the President, the Vice- 
President and the entire 


cabinet.’’ 
The resolution further suggest- 


ed that the entire issue of the 
war in South East Asia be sub- 
mitted to a nation-wide vote 
with persons 18 years oldgrant- 
ed the right to vote. 

The treaty itself, which is 
backed by the National Student 
Association the largest student 
organization in the United States, 
declared that ‘‘the American and 
Vietnamese people are not en- 
emies. The war is carried out 
in the names of the people of 
the United States and South Viet 
Nam but without our consent.”’ 

‘We hereby agree,”’ the treaty 
continued, ‘‘to end the war on 
the following terms, so thatboth 
peoples can live under the joy 
of independence and can devote 
themselves to building a socie- 
ty based on human equality and 
respect for the earth.” 

Nine terms were listed of which 
the ‘immediate and total with- 
drawal of American Forces from 
Viet Nam’’ and ‘‘discussions to 
secure the release of all A- 
merican prisoners’’ were two. 

The treaty said that further in- 
formation could be obtained by 
contacting the Monterey Libera- 
tion Front. 

Other business discussed by 
Parliament during the meeting 
was the allotment of funds for 
shelves in the Child Care Cen- 
ter and books for the students 
from Soledad Prison. Money 
was also set aside for prizes 
and materials to be used in a 
recreation program that is to 
start soon in the college cen- 
ter.

Election results not important 


Student government is in a precarious position. 
It is presently operating under a system that it realizes in 
many ways is inadequate, cumbersome and very old. 

It is also faced with the possibility of having to adopt a sys- 
tem that was hurriedly put together, incomplete, and untried. 

The outcome of today’s vote is essentially not important. 

The issue at stake is not whether student government is re- 
ferred to as a ‘‘Parliament’”’ or a ‘Student Coordinating Board,’’ 
but whether members of student government have at hand a sys- 
tem that works best to represent and fulfill student needs and 
demands. 

The fact that those who conceived and originally supported 
the new constitution have withdrawn their support to prevent 
further division among the members of student government is 
also superficial. 

We urge that all members of student government in the next 
few weeks, whether they be members of a Parliament or a Stu- 
dent Coordinating Board, consider the merits and workable fea- 
tures of both systems and combine them into a single unifying 
whole.

Tf it wins - you lose’ 


The new constitution being proposed in today’s election must 

be defeated. If it wins, you lose; and you lose two ways at once. 
Let me explain: Student government has two jobs - first; it 
must represent its constituents fairly; second; it must defend 
the interests of its constituents in the campus community. With 
that in mind, the existing student government constitution aims 
to provide two things; first, a forum, or public meeting situation, 
where student business can be transacted fairly. This is Par- 
liament - a deliberative proceeding - an open exchange of ideas 
and opinions, allowing the minority a fair chance to persuade, 
to be heard, and to make its views known. 

The second thing the existing constitution provides is for an 
executive department (the prime minster and his cabinet) to car- 
ry out the will of Parliament. The constitution provides the prime 
minister with special powers, so that he can effectively enact 
the will of Parliament, and also protect the interest of the stu- 
dents throughout the campus community. When I said you lose 
two ways under the new constitution,I meant first, you lose re- 
presentation; instead of having one elected representative per 
every one hundred students, the new constitution would allow 
you only one fourth as many, or one per every 400 students. 
With fewer representatives, the business transacted has poor- 
er odds of reflecting everyone’s opinion, especially yours. Un- 
der the new constitution, government would be consequently less 
responsive to jts people. 

SECOND LOSE 

You lose secondly, because the new constitution makes no pro- 
vision for an executive branch - there just isn’tone. Noone 
single person can quickly oppose policies that are against the 
students interest. Under the new constitution if a situation arose 
that involved a conflict of interest between the students and some 
other campus power, there would be no one able to speak for 
the interests. The ‘‘board’’ would have to be convened and af- 
ter discussion of the matter, it would have to appoint a commit- 
tee to express its will. Not very effective. 

Like a little baby that watches a mosquito land on his mose 
he tries to figure out what to do, realizes at last that something 
hurts tries to get in touch with his arm, to tell his hand to push 
the thing away, and by then the mosquito has copped his corpus- 
cles and split. About then - WHAM - the kid hits himself in the 
eye. Student government under the new constitution would lack 
the power to adequately advance your interests. A third way 
you lose with this new constitution, is that there’s no way to check 
the fairness of the board’s decisions, Under the old system 
a justice brach (elected by you) automatically reviews and rules 
on the constitutionality of parliament’s decisions. The new con- 
Stituion only offers a watered-down ‘‘Greivance commission’”’ 
ae member (appointed by the board) only serve one semes- 
er. 


NIFTY PACKAGE 


In other words, if the board appoints the judge, how can the 
board ever be found quilty by that judge? All this new consti- 
tution really is, is a board. Period. Itisa nifty package gua- 
ranteeing perpetual disputes between students, because no one 
is in charge. Structurally divided students are in no position 
to begin to deal with the real issues of inclusion into Campus 
government. Unified students do not fram little groups grow. 

Don’t get me wrong - the impulse to decentralize is healthy- 
it seeks to counteract the dangerous distance that separates peo- 
ple from institutions but such an impulse in rational only wher 
the total power in the system is great. Political institutions be- 
came distant and irrelevant when the power became great, and 
the authorities arrogant. 

Let’s not worry about decentralizing authority until our re- 
lative position in campus government is just. Only a unified 
Student political structure can successfully wage the battles with- 
in the campus community. The last thing needed is for that 
parcel of power to be further divided. 

Vote no, to defeat the new constitution.

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Soledad inmates, student 
talk about life in prison

Police Student Dialogues by 
their nature never resolve any 
problems. Their object is to 
increase communication. 

At previous dialogues, held in 
the Humanities lounge on cam- 
pus, the communication between 
police and students was fair. But 
on February 16 communication 
began its first real flow. This 
time it was not between po- 
lice and students, rather it was 
between five Soledad inmates and 
about 25 MPC students. 

The inmates and the students 
did not always agree. The stu- 
dents were far more idealistic 
and naive about life in a pri- 
son, but communication did flow. 

The prisoners, all serving five 
to life sentences at Soledad, 
were brought to MPC through 
joint cooperation between prison 
authorities and MPC officials. 

The flow of books, articles and 
newspapers, from sourcesother 
than the establishment press, 
and the effect such materials 
had on inmates was discussed. 
The inmates explained that if 
an already tense and nervous 
man should read a highly in- 
flamatory book or article, he 


might go off the ‘‘deep end” 
and hurt someone or himself. 
Although there are very few 
persons like this, the inmate 
emphasized that they do exist. 

Because of this many books and 
newspapers judged inflamatory 
by prison authorities are not 
allowed in the hands of the 
inmates. It was the students 
and not the inmates who could 
not understand the prison’s po- 
sition. 

The subject of bootlicking on 
the part of the inmates was 
brought up. The prisoners ex- 
plained that realization is not 
necessarily bootlicking. 

‘‘Tf you don’t want to get hurt 
you try to avoid trouble,’’ was 
the general attitude expressed by 
the inmates. 

Prison life ingeneralwas dis- 
cussed at length. One of. the 
convicts summed it up this way; 
‘Tf you’ve never been to pri- 
son you can’t really know what 
it’s like.’’ He went on to say 
that for the same reasoninmates 
in a prison such as Soledad don’t 
really know what the outside 
world is like. 

More dialogues such as the one 
last Tuesday are being planned.

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Here’s the text of proposed constitution 


MONTEREY PENINSULA COLLEGE CONSTITU- 
TION 


Article 1. THE BRANCHES OF GOVERNMENT 
DEFINED, 


The student government shall consist of a board 
of student coordinators with six standing com- 
mittees, 


Article ll, ALL POWERS (EXCEPT THOSE O- 

THERWISE NOTED IN THIS DOCUMENT) SHALL 
BFE VESTED IN THE BODY HEREAFTER KNOWN 
AS THE STUDENT COORDINATING BOARD, 


SECTION 1. The student coordinating board shall 
be composed of the elected representatives 
of the entire student body on a proportional 
basis of 1 (one) per four hundred (400), with 
a minimum of twelve (12) and no more than 
fifteen (15) representatives, 


‘Twelve-member board to make 
laws and policies concerning 


welfare of the students’ 


SECTION 2, The student coordinating board, 
(hereafter referred to as the board) shall elect 
a chairman and any other officers by a sim- 
ple majority when deemed necessary. 


2. A Simple majority of the elected repre- 
sentatives shall constitute a quorum for bu- 
siness. 


3. Accurate and up-to-date records shall be 
submitted to El Diario on the school day 
following the meetings, and kept in the of- 
fivial log, 


4, Minutes of the preceeding session and 
the agenda of the coming session shall be 
distributed to all board members at least 
two (2) days prior to the next meeting. 


0. The board shall meet at least once a week, 


6. The board shall have the sole power 
to initiate all revenue bills and to appropri- 
ate all monies for grants and awards. 


7. The board shall have the power to estab- 
lish any other committees when deemed ne- 
cessary. 


8. The board shall have the power to make 
laws and policies concerning the welfare of 
the students. 


9. The board shall have the power to pro- 
pose amendments and additions to the consti- 
tution, 


10. The board shall have the power to com- 
pose and implement by-laws, 


ll, The board shall have the power to approve 
the annual budget commission. 


SECTION 3. Following are the six standing 
committees, 


1, Veterans Affairs Committee 

2. Minorities Affairs Committee 

3. Academic Affairs Committee 

4. Financial Aid Committee 

0. College Center Committee 

6. Inter - Club and Recreation Committee 


SECTION 4 AIMS AND PURPOSES OF THE 
STANDING COMMITTEES 


if To obtain and disseminate current and 
pertinent information to the student body. 

2. To initiate and implement activities and 
programs aS approved by the board. 


8. To carry out all directives of the board. 


SECTION 5 


1. The standing committees shall be direct- 
ly responsible to and supervised by the stu- 
dent coordinating board. 


2. All committee coordinators shall be chosen 
from the student coordination board by the mem- 
bers of said board. 


3. Each committee coordinator shall report 
to the board in session. 


4, The committee coordinators shall coor- 
dinate all meetings and activities of his com- 
mittee, 


5. The committee coordinators shall appoint 
all members of his committee. 


6. The committee coordinators shall be sub- 
ject to removal from his committee upon two- 
thirds vote of the convening board members. 


Article lll. ELECTIONS AND ELIGIBILITY 


SECTION 1. 


ile Board members shall be elected for a 
continuous term not to exceed six semesters. 


2. General elections shall be held no later 
than the second week after the closing of spring 
registration. 


3. All vacancies shall be open for election 
at the next general election. 


4. A special election shall be called imme- 
diately should the membership of the board 
drop below twelve. 


SECTION 2 


1. Constitutional revisions enacted by the board 
during the previous semester and measures 
of initiave and referendum shall appear on 
this same ballot to be voted upon by YES 
or NO vote of the student voters. Elections 
shall be held under universal suffrage of stu- 
dents. 


2. The board shall have the power to hold 
special referendums when deemed necessary.

SECTION 3 


1. Only full-time students shall be eligible 
to hold office in the board in cimpliance with 
all other specifications contained in the 
by-laws. 


2. Prices of ASMPC cards are set by the 
board. 


Article 1V, THE BUDGET 


SECTION 1. The student coordinating board 
shall form a budget commission which will co- 
ordiante the budget committee and submit the 
budget to the board for approval. 


SECTION 2. The budget shall be drawn up 
by a committee composed of one student repre- 
sentative from each division, with one or more 
members of the budget commission aS coor- 
dinators. This committeee shall meet with re- 
presentatives of all bonafide groups requesting 
inclusion in the budget. All such requests 
shall be read to the board in session, accom- 
panied by the budget commission’s recommen- 


dations. No vote shall be taken at this reading, 
which is for the information of the board mem- 
bers. Voting will cimmence at the first for- 
mal reading. 


SECTION 3. The budget shall be approved by 
two-thirds of the board in session, 


Article V. PRESIDENT OF THE INTER-CLUB 
COUNCIL 


SECTION 1. THE DUTIES OF THE PRESI- 
DENT OF THE INTER-CLUB COUNCIL 


I, The president of ICC shall act as coor- 
dinator in an advisory capacity for all ASMPC 
club sponsored events. 


2. The president of ICC must serve on the 
Inter-club and Recreation Committee, 


3. The president of ICC will arrange re- 
gular, joint meetings of the representatives 
of all ASMPC clubs. 


4. The ASMPC clubs will be under the direct 
control of the student coordinating board and 
will be eligible to draw loans from ASMPC 
funds for events that will financially benefit 
the various programs that may be sponsored 
by ASMPC, that are directed toward enrich- 
ment of the academic body by its service to 
the college or the community. 


Students have power to recall 


government and make other 


changes by initiative 


A certain percentage of the profits derived 
from these loans may be retained by the in- 
dividual club to be held in the club’s trea- 
sury. This percentage is to be agreed in 
writing at the beginning of each semester at 
a joint meeting of the representatives of each 
club, subject to the acceptance of the stu- 
dent coordinating board. Only ASMPC clubs 
that have entered into the written agreement 
will be eligible for ASMPC funds, no matter 
how derived. 


5. The president of ICC will coordinate the 
ASMPC academic and social calendar with the 
master calendar. 


Article V1. RIGHTS RESERVED TO THE PEOPLE 


SECTION 1. Any constitutional revision enacted 
by the student coordinating board shall be sub- 
ject to approval by students at the next ge- 
neral election. 


SECTION 2. The government shall be sub- 
ject to initiative, referendum and recall by the 
people. 


1, A petition signed by fifty full-time students 
will place an initiative or referendum mea- 
sure on the ballot. 


2. Recall petitions: A dated petition con- 
taining the signatures of two hundred full- 
time students, requesting removal of a member 
of the student fovernment, shall require the

This election will be held under 
the provisions of this constitution, The member 


under recall proceedings may enter his name 
for the office, should he be re-elected, he shall 
be subject to further recall under this pro- 
vision only upon submission of newly signed 
and dated petitions showing that the petitions 
were distributed and signed after the election 
preceedings. The student grievances com- 
mission (see by-laws) will judge the validity 
of the petitions and the elections, should a 
majority of the student coordinating board be 
included in the recall proceedings.

finding aplace to stay, we’ll do 
Our very best. If we can’t 
handle the problem, we’ll find 
someone who can. There are 
no police informers,’’ he con- 
cluded. 

All services, besides those of 
the directors, are voluntary. 
Counselors are carefully 
screened and have nearly 
40 hours of training with pro- 
fessional consultants before they 
begin their counseling duties. 

Interviews are now being held 
for those who are interested. 
The new training cycle begins 
March 13. Project directors 
suggest that trainees be highly 
motivated to help the troubled 
youth and bewildered parent as 
well, 

‘©A typing pool is badly needed. 
We are also looking for people 
who are into crafts and other 
arts. The future possibilities 
are endless, but now is where 
we Start.” 

Marshall Chatwin, MPC direc- 
tor of counseling, believes that 
Project Aquarius has a rele- 
vant place in the community and 
hopes to see a great deal of 
progress. He suggests that 
a strong evaluation program be 
set up. 

‘‘The college has been direc- 
ted by the board of directors 
to apply for a grant from the 
California Council of Criminal 
Justice to finance hiring of an 
MPC counselor to work in this 
project,’’ he said. 

Dr. George Faul, presidentof 
MPC, says that the college as 
well as the Board of Trustees 
strongly approves the objectives 
of Project Aquarius and pledges 
support in whatever way is ap- 
propriate. 

Burghardt noted that if the 
local community continues to de- 
monstrate its committment to 
helping its youth, funding can be 
secured from Federal sources.

Student goverment divided 
on constitution question

student advisor Ed Norris to 
discuss and solve some of the 
problems they faced in student 
government las t semester. 

Under the new constitution stu- 
dent government would consist 
of a single Student Coordinating 
Board and six standing commit- 
tees instead of the two-house 
Parliamentary system. 

The central board, which would 
consist of 12 to 15 represen- 
tatives elected on a proportional 
basis of 1 for every 400 stu- 
dents, would have a chairman, 
as would the six committees. 

The committees would be Ve- 
terans Affairs, Minorities Af- 
fairs, Academic Affairs, Finan- 
cial Aid Committee, the College 
Center Committee, and the In- 
ter-Club and Recreation Com- 
mittee. Other committees could 
be formed as well. 

The new constitution would 
make it easier to remove stu- 
dents, who were not doing their 
jobs, from office. A Student 
Grievance Commission, which 
would air all student complaints 
and act as a student bench in 
matters requiring disciplinary 
action is another feature of the 
constitution. 

According to Snow, the 
strongest point made by the 
new constitution is its elimi- 
nation of two contesting forces- 
The House of Commons and 
The House of Lords. 

Chancellor of the Exchequer 
Bob Grady feels that any rifts 
that have occurred in Parliament 
during the past have not been 
due to the structure of the two 
house system. 

‘It’s obvious that the problem 


lies inpersonalitites,’’ he stres- 
sed. 

Snow, like Bonner, has been 
in opposition to the new con- 
Stitution from the onset, His 
main objections are that because 
there would be fewer represen- 
tatives than there are now un- 
der the present constitution and 
the new constitutiion does not 
specify any procedure for hand- 
ling business, such as Pare 
liamentary procedure, the bu- 
siness endof student government 
would suffer. 

H e also strongly disapproves 
the lack of a central figure- 
head in the new constitution 
that could act directly and swiftly 
in the students interest. 

‘‘Under the new constitution 
there would be no one respon- 
sible person in student govern- 
ment,’’ he said. ‘‘The execu- 
tive branch would be eli- 
minated.’’ 

‘‘However,’’ Snow continued, 
‘twe could take someof the more 
innovative and attractive fea- 
tures of the new constitution and 
incorporate them into our pre- 
sent system” 

In whatever direction the vote 
turns: today the members of 
student government face many 
hours of discussion, come 
promise and change.

air,’’ said one MPC student. 
“Sometimes the time element 


is a hassle and finding a good 
route to school is hard. But, 
it’s worth it.’’ 

In Carmel Valley, wherever 
possible, four-foot paved shoul- 
ders are being built along with 
all new road work to accommo- 
date the new mode of transpor- 
tation. Myron Jose, assistant 
Monterey County road commis- 
sioner, noted that the real jus- 
tification for paving shouldersis 
to provide for emergency park- 
ing and improved highway safe- 
ty. 

‘‘Our major obligation is to the 
people who pay the’ gasoline 
taxes, which is where our money 
comes from. And bikes don’t 
pay any gas taxes,’’ Jose sta- 
ted. 

still, it is to the advantage 
of the ‘traveling public to get 
these bikes off the road so they 
won’t be a danger to the auto- 
motive traffic. So, of course, 
there’s no reason why bicycles 
can’t make use of the paved 
shoulders,’’ he added. 

Carmel Valley improvements 
are a result of community pres- 
sure and a great deal of help 
from the local newspapers. . 

‘Why can’t we get some kind 
of paths or shoulders built?’’ 
ask many students. ‘After all, 
we contribute a lot to the e- 
cology by not polluting the air 
or taking up a lot of valuable 
space.”’ 

A different situation exists in 
the city limits. The county has 
no jurisdiction over these road- 


ways. Most of the city roads 
are either private property or 
owned by the State Highway Come 
mission.
